Even  the  upperclassmen  were  reading  campus 
signposts  this  week  as  they  returned  to  a  strange, 
vastly  improved  Wartburg.

WORLD-WINDS

Acheson  Pitches  Shutout 


‘  There  is  no  joy  in  .  .  ."  the  Kremlin,  for  the  mighty  Gromyko 
has  struck  out.  The  Acheson-Dulles  batten.-  on  the  Japanese  peace 
treaty  grounds  last  week  was  too  much  for  the  Russian  slugger.  Though 
Manager  "Uncle  Joe"  will  doubtless  continue  to  Tass  the  umpire’s 
decision,  it  is  also  imaginable  that  he  will  jerk  Gromyko  from  his 
line-up. 

The  signing  of  the  Japanese  peace  treaty  marks  what  may  be 
a  most  significant  turn  of  events.  It  was  a  decided  American 
diplomatic  victory.  For  the  first  time  since  before  World  War  II, 
the  American  people  can  rest  assured  that  they  will  not  continue 
to  take  beating  after  beating  as  a  result  of  an  agreement  signed 
by  our  leaders. 


By  now.  even  the  most  innocently  trustful  American  politician  is 
aware  of  what  the  Communists  are  and  of  what  they  are  out  to  do. 
The  result  is  that  finally  an  American  secretary  of  state  was  able  to 
meet  the  Russians  with  a  positive,  deliberate  proposal  rather  than 
mere  trust.  Because  of  that  fact  we  had  the  Russians  just  where  they 
used  to  have  us,  and  as  a  result  we  got  what  we  wanted. 

If  only  our  leaders  would  have  Uie  courage  to  adopt  a  definite 
American  foreign  policy,  especially  throughout  the  Far  East,  San 
Francisco  would  mark  the  beginning  of  a  new  period  in  diplomatic 
history.  We  could  continue  to  fan  every  man  “Uncle  Joe”  sends  to 
the  plate.  The  Russians,  who  have  become  so  accustomed  to  home 
runs,  wouldn't  even  get  to  first  base.  Time  would  be  on  the  side  of 
the  western  world  instead  of  the  Communists  This  is  not  a  time  for 
pragmatic  judgment  of  passing  events;  it  is  time  America  adopted  a 
forward-looking  policy. 

The  Japanese  conference  will  have  one  other  result.  Secretary 
of  State  Acheson  has  long  borne  the  brunt  of  a  weak-kneed  ad¬ 
ministration  foreign  policy  that  looked  even  worse  when  it  began 
to  appear  that  the  Korean  war  would  go  on  indefinitely.  Pitcher 
Acheson  was  even  accused  of  pitching  political  curves  for  the 
American  people  when  press  releases  said  he  was  throwing  the 
straight  ball.  But  at  San  Francisco,  Acheson  frustrated  Russia's 
purpose  with  the  same  cool,  intellectual  superiority  with  v/hich 
he  has  piqued  Senate  investigating  committees.  The  hero  of  the 
peace  treaty  conference  will  definitely  continue  as  secretary  of 
s,a*e  Jor  a*  ,eas*  the  duration  of  the  present  administration.

Now  he  is  busy  here 
at  Wartburg  doing  a  tremendous 
job  in  helping  to  rebuild  the 
Knight  grid  team. 

Jo  is  married  and  has  one  boy, 
aged  3’-j.  The  Johansen  family  is 
taking  up  residence  in  the  first 
floor  suite  in  Grossmann  hall, 
where  Jo  will  serve  as  dorm  proc¬ 
tor.
